r HE Committee of Eſtates preſently conveened by His Majeſties ſpeciall Warrand and Authority; Laying ſeriouſly to heart the 
Yrs 


great Truſt committed to them for carrying on, ordering, and ufing of all means which may tend to the ſecuring of the Peace of 
this Kingdom, and maintaining and furthering His Majeſties Power and Authority therein. Conſidering, that by many Acts of Par- 
liament , all „ and tellers thereof, makers of evil Information, or engendering diſcord betwixt the KING 
gf and His People ; All Reproachers, or Slanderers of His Majeſtie, Government, or Realms, depravers of His Laws, miſconſtruers 
of His Proceedings, medlers in the affaires of His Eftate: As alſo, all hearers of any ſuch Leiſings, Calumnies or Slanders, 
by Word or Writ , and Concealers thereof, ſhould be puniſhed as ſeditious perſons , Enemies to His Majeſtic , and the pain of 
Death to be execute upon them, as at length is contained in the 43. Act. of K. Fames 1. his 3. parl. The 83. 4d of K. Fames 
Fifth his 6. parl. The 134 4d parl. 8. The 10. 4 parl, 10. The 205 4 parl. 14. of K. James 6. And the 27 Ad of the 2. parl. 
of His Sacred Majeſties umquhile deareſt Father of bleſſed Memory, Which more particularly, in relation to any ſuch Re- 
proaches , Lies, or Calumnies concerning the Kingdom of England, and His Ma eſties worthy Subjects therein, is —_ prohibite by the 9 Ad of King 
James 6. his 20 parl. holdenin Anno 16 0 9. under the pain (pecified in the aid Ad. Likeas, all Convocation ef His Majeſties Leidges without His 
Majeſties (pecial Command, or expreſſe Licences , what ever Quality, Eſtate, or Function the Perſons be of, Spirituall, or Temporall, is

by the 131 Ad ptrl. 8. K. James 6. under the pains therein contained. As alſo , The Remonftrance preſented to the Committee of Fhates in Anno, 
165 0, Declared by His Majeſtie and Parliament in July, 1 6 5 1. Seditious and Treaſonable: Nevertheleſſe, and albeit it hath pleaſed the Almighty 


GOD of His wonderfull Goodneſſe and Providence, happily to reſtore His Sacred Majeſty to the peaceable Government of His Ancient Kingdoms, 
and all His Majeſties Subjects to their wonted Peace, Freedom, and Priviledge, which is (as it — to be) a matter of great rejoycing to all good 
Chriſtians and Loyal Subjects whatſoever , both at home and abroad: Yet the ſaid Committeee of Eſtates , certainly knowing, receiving dayly. 
Information, that ſeveral bf His Majeſties Leidges and Subjects within this Kingdom, do contrary to the ſaids Ads of Parliament, Convocat, Conveent 
and Ademble themielves, without His Majeſties ſpecial Command and Licence: And that there are ſeveral ſcandalous ſeditious Speeches uttered and 
Preached in Sermons , Declamations and otherwiſe , and ſeveral calumnious Paſquils, Libels, Ryms, and others Writs Deviſed, Vented, and Publiſhed to 
the reproach or ſlander of His Majeſties Perſon , Eſtate, or Government: Asalfo, That ſeveral His Majeſties Subjects, do own, adhere to, avow, 
abate, or aſſiſt the foreſaid Remonſtrance , whereby His Majeſties Loyal well-meaning Subjects may be drawn from their due Allegiance , and enſnared in 
ſuch ſeditious Combinations and Meetings, and involved in their {aid Treafonabie Plots and Practices, unleſſe timeous remedy be provided. There» 
fore, The Committee of Eſtates , in His Maiefties Name and Authority, Command and Charge, that no Subject, or Subjects within this Kingdom, 
of whatſoever Quality, Eftate, or Function they be of, Spirituall, or Temporal], prelume, or take upon hand, to Convocate, Conveen , or Aſſemble 
themſelves together for holding of Councils, Conventions, or Aſſemblies, to Treat, Conſult, or Determinate in any matter of Eſtate, Civil, or Eccle- 
ſiaſtick, ( except in the ordinary Judicatories ) without His Majeſties ſpecial Command and expreſſe Licence had and obtained to that effect. As alſo, 
that none of them of whatſoever Function, Degree or Q:.ality, preſume, nor take upon hand, privatly, or publictly, in Sermons, Preachings, Declamations, 
Speeches, or other wile, by Word or Writ , to Utter, Deviſe, or Vent any purpole of Reproach or Slander againſt His Majeſties Perſon, Eſtate, or Go- 
vernment , His Parents, or Progenitors, or to deprave His Laws and Acts of Farliament, or miſconſtrue His Proceedings, whereby any miſliking may 
be moved betwixt His Maieſty and His Nobility , and Loving Subjects, or to medle in the Affairs of His Maieſty and His Eſtate ,. preſent , bygone, 
and in time coming; Or to own, abate , or aſſiſt the foreſaid Remonſtrance , With Certification, they ſhall be proceeded againſt , conform to the Te- 
nors of the ſaids reſpecti ve Acts of Parliament. Likeas , The ſaid Committee of Eſtates Declares, that any perſon or perfons., who hears any ſuch 
Leiſing, Calumnie, or Slanderous Speech, or ſhall fee or have any ſuch Paſquif, or Writs as aforeſaid , and reveals not the ſame to His Majefty , or 
one ot the ſaid Committee, or to the Sheriff, Steward, or Bailie of the Shirg, Stewards in Regality, or Royalty, or to the Proveſt, or one of the Bailies 
within Burgh, as with beſt conveniency he may; be whom the ſame may come to the knowledge of His Majeſty His Parliament , the ſaid Committee 
of Eſtates , or His Majeſties Privie Council, by whom the faids Leiſing-makers and Authors of ſuch ſlanderous Speeches may be called, tryed, and pu- 
.niſhed according to the ſaids Acts, In that caſe they ſhall incurre the like Cenſure or puniſhment as the principall party offender. Aud the aid Com- 
mittee of Eſtates , conſidering that His Majeſties Leidges are ſubie& more eaſy to be enſnared and entiſed to any ſuch Seditious or Treaſonable Courſes 
and Practices by Miniſters in their Sermons, Prayers, Declamations, and private Diſcourſes: The ſaid Committee do Declare, that upon Information given 
to them of any thing uttered or ſpoken contrary to the Tenor of the preceeſing Act, the fame being lawfully proven in preſence of the ſaid Com- 
mittee, or Parliament, or His Maieſties Privy Council, They ſummarily will Sequeſtrate tneir whole Stipend, and Impriſon their. perſon, untill His Maje- 
tie, Parliament, or Committee of Eſtates, or any other Judge competent ſhall pjoceed to the finall cognition and Sentencing of their aid Crime or Crimes. 
And to the effe& , that this Act and Ordinance may come to the knowledge otall His Ma eſties Leidges , Ordains Publication to be made thereof, at 
the Mercat Croſſe of Edinburgh, and at the Mercat Croſſes of the Heid Burgis of the Shires ; And Ordains the Magiſtrates of the ſeveral Heid 

to ſend ſo many of the ſaids Proclamations to each Collector of the Afﬀe t of every Shire , ring the aid Collector to ſend the fame to the 
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ſeveral Paroches , that the forefaid Proclamation may be Read aſter Sermon, and Affixt upon the Kirk-doces of each Paroch, and upon the Mercat
